RULES 


i. 

That  this  Association  be  called 
and  known  as  “Oxford’s  Return- 
ed Soldiers’  Association”  and  is 
organized  on  August  21st,  1916. 

II. 

Meetings  will  be  held  at  the 
Armouries  every  FIRST  and 
THIRD  Tuesday  of  each  month 
at  8 o’clock  sharp. 

III. 

All  men  who  can  produce  evi- 
dence to  prove  that  they  have 
served  overseas  in  any  unit  of 
His  Majesty’s  Forces  during  the 
present  war,  are  eligible  for  mem- 
bership. 


IY. 

Any  candidate  for  membership 
may  be  proposed  on  any  regular 
meeting  night  with  the  other  busi- 
ness transactions  carried  through 
by  the  officers  of  the  Association, 
on  payment  of  FIFTY  cents  in- 
itiation fee. 


V. 

Fees  will  be  as  follows:  payable 
from  the  first  day  of  each  month 
to  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same 
month;  twenty-five  cents  per 
month. 

YI . 

Any  candidate  who  is  accepted 
as  a member  in  the  Association 
after  the  15th  of  a month  is  free 
from  dues  during  that  same 
month. 


VII. 

All  Association  funds  will  be 
banked  at  the  Northern  Grown 
Bank,  Woodstock,  and  all  checks 
must  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer 
and  endorsed  by  the  President  of 
the  Asspciation,  after  the  bills 
have  been  passed  at  the  regular 
business  meeting  night. 

VIII. 

No  intoxicating  liquors  in  any 
form  are  allowed  on  the  premises. 
Any  infringement  of  this  by-law 
will  be  severely  dealt  with.  On 
second  offence  the  miscreant  will 
be  expelled  from  the  Association.
